The kidnapers, who first de 


manded $500,000, didn't get 
penny. 


They now face probable life 


sentences under the state's "Little 


' Lindbergh Law" for abducting 
Leonard Moskovitz, 36, Saturdaj 
noon. The kidnaping touched of: 
the biggest and most secret man 
hunt ever staged in San Fran- 
cisco. 


The case was unique In thai 


newsmen w e r e fully informed 
from the start, but all agreed to 
remain silent to save Moskovitz 
life. 


Newspaper, wire service and 


radio reporters manned police 
headquarters around the clock, 
following- every detail of the hunt. 
By agreement, however, t h e y 
didn't release a word until Mos- 
kovitz was freed and two former 
private detectives from Sacra- 
mento were nabbed as the kid- 
napers. 


The two were Harold Jackson, 


57, who once operated a 100-man 
guard agency on the San Fran- 
cisco waterfront, and Joe Lear, 
43, now a hearing aid salesman. 


Full Confession 


Both were booked on charges 


of suspicion of kidnaping. 


Police Chief Michael 
Gaffey 


*aid Lear made a "full confes- 
sion," blaming Jackson, 
with 


whom he had once worked in a 
private detective agency, for the 
kidnap scheme. Lear said Jack- 
son asked him in Sacramento for 
help in "a case" in San Francisco, 
but that he didn't know what the 
case was until Moskovitz was kid- 
naped. He said he was too afraid 
of Jackson to back out then. 


Dist. Atty. Thomas Lynch said 


the men will be prosecuted under 
Section 209 of the California Penal 
Code, which prescribes life im- 
prisonment for kidnaping for ran- 
som, or death if the kidnap victim 
has suffered bodily harm. Mos- 
kovitz was threatened, but was 
not harmed by his 'Captors. 


Gaffey said the two prisoners 


will be booked into city prison 
on straight kidnaping charges. 


Caught In Phone Booth 


The end came when Lear was 


caught in a sidewalk telephone 
booth, used previously to tele- 
phone ransom demands to the 
victim's family. 


Fifteen minutes later, guided 


by Lear, Police Inspector A. Nel- 
der kicked open the door of a 
hous« in a good San Francisco 


residential district, arrested Jack- 
son at gunpoint and rescued Mos- 
kovitz. 


The kidnapers at that time were 


still negotiating for delivery of 
t h e ransom, originally set at 
$500,000 but reduced to $300.000 
when the Moskovitz family said 
it couldn't raise a half million 
dollars. 


Moskovitz said he was lured to 


the kidnaping hideout by Jack- 
son, 
posing as a possible client 


interested in some real estate 
property. 


Negotiations were conducted by 


telephone calls to Moskovitz' twin 
brother, Alfred, in Burlingame, 
Calif., 18 miles south of San Fran- 
cisco, and by three letters, all in 
Leonard's handwriting. 


The kidnapers had threatened 


to emasculate Leonard if the ran- 
som was not paid and to kill him 
if the police were notified. 


He was kept roped, chained or 


taped most of the time in a house 
at 167 Arbor Street in the Glen 
Park District of San Francfsco. 
He was repeatedly 
threatened 


with a six-inch hunting knife, but 
never harmed. At night he lay 
on the floor with a saucer bal- 
anced on each knee, so any sud- 
den movement would send them 
Mattering to the floor and alert 
the kidnapers.

500 workers filed initial unem- 
ployment benefit claims during 
the week ended Jan. 9—the larg- 
est weekly figure since August 
1945 when World War II ended.

1,816,000

claiming Unemployment compen- 
sation benefits from the various 
states for the week ended Jan. 2.

US. Hears Kalmuk Mystery 
WASHINGTON (INS) — A delegation of Kalmuks—Mongol 


Buddhists whose spiritual leader is the Dalai Lama—asked the 
United States Tuesday for aid in penetrating what their spokesmen 
called "one of the darkest secrets of the Communist Iron Curtain." 


The group, received by Deputy Under Secretary of State Rob- 


ert Murphy, accused the Soviets of destroying most of the Kalmuk 
people by genocide and sought American intervention on behalf 
of those who may have survived mass deportation 10 years ago. 


By decree of the Supreme Soviet, the so-called "Kalmuk au- 


tonomous Soviet Socialist Republic" in southern Russia was dis- 
solved early in 1944 and the population was shipped to eastern 
Siberia. Thousands perished on the long trip. The delegation told 
Murphy that the fate of the survivors is cloaked in mystery.

publicly, at. least, to Alaskan statehood. Now 


' the battle moves from the sheltered walls of 
i -<the Senate committee onto the floor of the 


Senate. Sen. Butler expressed the opinion that 


. when the bill does reach the floor of the Sen- 


ate, statehood for the two territories will be 
considered separately. 


If that proves to be the case, it will be 


rather disillusioning. Hawaii finds itself in 
favor over Alaska at this time because it is 
looked upon as traditionally Republican, and 
the addition of two seats in the United States 
Senate, where the narrowest of margins exists 
between the two parties, could prove helpful 
politically. Alaska, on the other hand, is clas- 
sified as a normal Democratic territory, al- 
though in 1952 the Alaskans elected a Repub- 
lican territorial legislature. 


There ought to be some better measure of 


eligibility for statehood than political maneu- 
vering. 


The Sovereign State 


One of the President's most cherished ob- 


jectives is to restore to each of the 48 states 
a measure of authority and responsibility for 
the handling of their own affairs. This is the 
answer, Mr. Eisenhower feels, to the slow, 
steady drift to Big Government in Washing- 
ton. Give people on the local level a greater 
voice in decision in what is or is not to be 
done, and we can expect better government. 


In theory, at least, it sounds good. In the 


earlier years of national development, years 
of unlimited new land and accompanying set- 
tlement, it worked. The older we become, the 
more mature America becomes, the more ap- 
parent it is that a theory of government fre- 
quently does not fit the realities of our times. 


Mark Childs in two single sentences skill- 


fully and accurately sums up the facts in 
this theory of states rights as opposed to a 
strong federal government in Washington In 
his column on this page, Mr. Childs writes: 


"There are many who talk of states rights 


as a smoke screen for their real objective 
which is to eliminate functions of government 
which they disapprove of. More often than 
not, the states are unprepared or unwilling, 
or both, to assume responsibilities." 


There is so much of truth in what Mr. 


Childs says. We want Washington to fur- 
nish the money to finance what we regard as 
desirable developments within the borders 
of our state. We pursue these federal hand- 
outs aggressively. We expect them. Then we 
say to the government we ask to finance 
them that Washington should keep its fingers 
out of our affairs and let us run our own 
business. 


Nowhere could this be more apparent at 


this time than in the discussions of national 
policy in the development of natural re- 
sources. The governors of these Missouri 
Basin states expect Washington to pay the 
bulk or all of the cost of a program of con- 
servation of natural resources, yet they talk 
of state responsibility and local responsibil- 
ity.

2,000,000 Diplomats 


The United States is not only a massive 


exporter of goods. It is exporting people, too. 


There are two million American citizens 


now making their homes abroad. Only a part 
of them are on more or less temporary serv- 
ice as government representatives and em- 
ployees. Most of them are resident represen- 
tatives of American business, education or 
professions. And as American influence grows, 
the number is increasing. 


Finding- an American career outside of 


America is a new national experience. It does 
not follow the British pattern which dis- 
tributed its people over the globe through the 
channels of empire. The United States neither 
maintains nor seeks an empire. Its extruded 
population specializes in service rather than 
governmental authority. It meets the citizens 
of the host countries more on the neighbor 
level. There are few, if any, political strains. 


Unquestionably the internationalization of 


a growing number of Americans will have a 
telling effect on future relationships between 
the United States and the outside world It 
will make this country more world conscious 
just as it will teach other nations more about 
us. How well that will work out will greatly 
depend upon the outgoing American's per- 
sonal sense of diplomacy and statesmanship. 
He and his brethren can do more to create 
international good will than all of the efforts 
of official diplomacy. 


Stabilization Again 
The principle that a nation must be healthy 


in all its parts to be sound as a whole guided 
the administration in its decision to funnel 
defense work into areas of industrial unem- 
ployment. Surprisingly, it was not a popular 
decision in many sections. Areas where the 
defense wheels are spinning merrily are re- 
luctant in the name of stabilization to share 
in a slight slowing down. It is a short-sighted 
view. 


This is especially true of the farm pro- 


gram. Food-consuming areas view farm sub- 
sidies as a penalizing assessment upon them- 
selves for the benefit of individuals who pro- 
duce the crops. And farmers themselves are 
too prone to view federal programs in terms 
of personal gain or loss. But the compelling 
principle follows the impersonal necessity to 
keep a national economy in balance which is 
done by stabilizing the income of one spe- 
cialized section with another. When that 
principle is more convincingly grasped, the 
task of shaping the most practicable program 
will be greatly simplified. 


Clears The Terms 


As a rope to lead its readers through the 


technical terms upon which current farm pro- 
gram debates are based the Minneapolis Trib- 
une has provided four basic definitions. 
It 


helpfully says: 


Parity—is a price formula for farm prod- 


ucts to guarantee the farmer a fair return in 
terms of what he must pay for products to 
run his farm and feed his family. The pres- 
ent formula is based on the years from 1910- 
1914. 


Modernized Parity—A formula adopted by 


Congress in 1949 and deferred. 
It would fig- 


ure parity on an average of the previous 10 
years. 


Rigid Supports—Crops supported at a man- 


datory price level set by Congress. At pres- 
ent it is 90 per cent of parity. 


T\vo Price System—A plan that would give 


the farmer a supported price for the part of 
his crop absorbed by domestic consumption 
and whatever the market will bring for that 
part which is exported or used as feed.

Ike Is More Liberal 
After Year In Office 


The People Speak 


WASHINGTON — It is now 


exactly one year since . Dwight 
Eisenhower entered the White 
House, a year that has been one 
of great education and has seen 
great changes. Here is a thumb- 
nail sketch of the Ike of today: 


Ike and Business—A year ago 


Eisenhower's economic theories 
sounded like a National Associ- 
ation of Manufacturers 
pam- 


phlet. Now he has swung back 
halfway to the ideas expressed 
at the F Street Club right after 
the war which so shocked Re- 
publican 
backers. 
"If 
men's 


lives were conscripted in war- 
time," Ike said at the F Street 
Club 
dinner, 
"why 
shouldn't 


profits be conscripted too?" . . . 
Ike is more conservative than 
in those immediate prewar years, 
but less so than 'a year ago. 
Today he doesn't believe in a 
complete hands-off policy to- 
ward business. Nor does he be- 
lieve that the doctrine of states' 
rights, so loudly proclaimed a 
year ago, constitutes a cure-all 
for everything. 


Ike and Economy—No longer 


does the President believe he 
can balance the budget. 
Nor 


does he view government-spend- 
ing with anathema, as he did a 
year ago. He is willing to put 
his foot in government-spending 
water as an offset to recession 
worries. But he is a long way 
from taking the big spending 
plunge . . . And some of the 
economists around him recall 
that it takes a lot of spending 
to halt a business slide once it 
starts , . . Ike has changed his 
mind about creeping socialism 
and the Tennessee Valley; has 
already set aside $105,000,000 to 
start another "creeping 
social- 


ism'' project on the St. Law- 
rence, once the seaway project 
passes Congress . . . The econ- 
omy bloc in the Eisenhower 
administration, notably Secre- 
tary 
George 
Humphrey 
and 


Budget Director Joe Dodge, still 
remain Ike's close friends, but 
he doesn't follow their advice 
as much as formerly . . . Some- 
times the chief executive is un- 
happily torn between the two 
wings of his official family. 


NEW ADVISERS 


Men Around Ike — A man 


who's had little experience in 
civilian government is almost 
completely 
dependent 
on the 


men around him. That's why 
it's significant that a new flank 
of advisers has moved in around 
the President . . . They aren't 
liberal hy th<* Harry Hopkins 
standard, but they are far more 
progressive than the big-busi- 
ness golfing partners who used 
to move over from Sea Island, 
to Augusta when Ike went to 
the 
Georgia 
"White 
House." 
. \ . Some wiseacres call them 
"hucksters" rather than liberals, 
and it's true that the new flank 
is passionately 
concerned with 


upping Ike's Gallup poll rating. 
. . . However, they include Ke- 
vin McCann, president of the 
Defiance 
College; 
C h a r l e s 


M o o r e, up-and-coming former 


public-relations adviser to Ford 
Motors; Dr. Arthur Burns, lib- 
eral head of the Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers; C. D. Jack- 
son, former publisher of For- 
tune Magazine and the man who 
pushed Ike into the atomic-pool 
speech; and Robert Cutler, Bos- 
ton banker who got into the 
White House through Justice Fe- 
lix Frankfurter . . . This group 
is unanimously 
anti-McCarthy 


and unanimously opposed'to the 
right-wing GOP. They are pull- 
ing Ike to get back to the mid- 
dle-of-the-road course where he 
once had the support of many 
Democrats. 


Ike and Congress — Congres- 


sional relations is a field that 
greatly worries the President. 
At first he figured he could 
"good-will" members of Con- 
gress, that White House lunch- 
eons, p e r s o n a l conversations 
would, keep congressmen in line. 
. . . Now he is a wiser man. 
Nothing but a strong and suc- 
cessful policy, he has begun to 
realize, can keep Congress with 
him . . . And he still hasn't 
l e a r n e d this completely . . . 
When Sen. Knowland kicked 
over the traces on funneling of

areas: when Sam Rayburn re- 
rcted vigorously to criticism of 
Democratic spending, the Presi- 
dent was hurt and bewildered.

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WASHINGTON"—In the weeks 


just 
ahead. President 
Eisen- 


hower faces a series of tests as 
critical as any in his long career. 
The threads of fate are curiously 
interwoven in such a way that 
failure could put in great peril 
all that Eisenhower has stood 
for. 
It is hardly necessary to 


add that his own reputation, his 
wide popularity, are also in the 
balance. 


In view of what lies just 


ahead it is important to examine 
the "new Eisenhower"' in whom 
the President's associates and 
friends put renewed confidence 
and trust. 
They see the new 


Eisenhower as master of a situ- 
ation which in the first months 
of the presidency was inevitably 
strange and alien.

Back of tha t decision by the Senate Interior 
C om m ittee to link the issue of Hawaiian and 
Alaskan statehood together was a surprising 
reverse for Nebraska’s Sen. Hugh Butler, it 
would seem. 
Sen. Butler reversed his position with re­ 
spect to Hawaii, but continued his opposition 
publicly, at least, to Alaskan statehood. Now 
the battle moves from the sheltered walls of 
the Senate committee onto the floor of the 
Senate. Sen. Butler ex pressed the opinion that 
w hen the bill does reach the floor of the Sen­ 
ate, statehood for the two territories will be 
considered separately. 


If that proves to be the case, it will be 
rather disillusioning. H awaii finds itself in 
favor over Alaska at this time because it is 
looked upon as traditionally Republican, and 
the addition of two seats in the United States 
Senate, w here the narrow est of margins ex ists 
between the two parties, could prove helpful 
politically. Alaska, on the other hand, is clas­ 
sified as a norm al Democratic territory, al­ 
though in 1952 the Alaskans elected a R epub­ 
lican territorial legislature. 
There ought to be some better m easure of 
eligibility for statehood than political m aneu­ 
vering.

One of the President’s most cherished ob­ 
jectives is to restore to each of the 48 states 
a measure of authority and respon.sibility for 
the handling of their own affairs. This is the 
answer, Mr. Eisenhower feels, to the slow, 
steady drift to Big G overnm ent in W ashing­ 
ton. Give people on the local level a gieater 
voice in decision in w hat is or is not to be 
done, and we can ex pect better government. 
In theory, at least, it sounds good. In the 
earlier years of national development, years 
of unlimited new land and accompanying set­ 
tlement, it w'orked. The older we become, the 
more m ature America becomes, the more ap­ 
parent it is that a theory of government fre­ 
quently does not fit the realities of our times. 


Mark Childs in two single sentences skill­ 
fully and accurately sums up the facts in 
this theory of .states rights as opposed to a 
strong federal go\ernm ent in Washington In 
his column on this page, Mr. Childs writes: 
•‘There are many who talk of states rights 
as a smoke screen for their real objective 
which is to elim inate functions of government 
which they disapprove of. More often than 
not, the states are unprepared or unwilling, 
or both, to assume responsibilities.” 
There is so much of truth in w hat Mr. 
Childs says. We w ant Washington to fur­ 
nish the money to finance what we regard as 
desirable developments within the borders 
of our state. We pursue these federal hand­ 
outs aggressively. We ex pect them. Then we 
say to the governm ent 
we 
ask 
to finance 
them that Washington should keep its fingers 
out of our affairs and let us run our own 
business. 
Nowhere could this be more apparent at

The United States is not only a massive 
ex porter of goods.

Only a part 
of them are o n more or less tem porary serv­ 
ice as governm ent representatives and em ­ 
ployees. Most of them are resiftfnt represen­ 
tatives of American businc.ss, education or 
professions. And a.s American influence grows, 
the num ber is increasing. 


r'inding an American 
career outside of 
America is a new national ex perience. It does 
not follow the British pattern which dis­ 
tributed its people over the globe through the 
channels of empire. The United States neither 
m aintains nor socks an empire. Its ex truded 
population s|x ?cializcs in service rather than 
governmental authority. It meets the citizens 
of the host countries more on the neighbor 
level. There are few, if any, political strains. 


Unquestionably the internationalizatior of 
a growing num ber of American.s will have a 
telling effect on future relationships between 
the United States and the outside world 
It 
will make this country more world conscious 
just as it will teach other nations more about 
us. How well that will w ork out will greatly 
depend upon the outgoing A m erican s per­ 
sonal sense of diplomacy and statesmanship. 
He and his brethren can do more to create 
international good will than all of the efforts 
of official diplomacy.

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Double-Lane Paving Protest Is Filed 


23 Touzalin 
Residents 
Sign Petition

A petition bearing 23 signatures 


of property owners on Touzalin 
between Adams and Fremont has 
been filed with the city clerk in 
protest to the cost of double lane 
paving on Touzalin between the 
above two points. 


This is the second protest filed 


In recent weeks against the cost 
of double lane paving. Double 
lane paving on Sherwood Dr. 
from 48th to Fremont was one 
of the points of objection to the 
total cost of $155,000 for paving 
in Distnct^llSO just east of 48th 
from Gladstone to Fremont. 


Touzalin is a part of the record 


breaking District 1182 which in- 
cludes some six miles of paving, 
mostly between Adams and Fre- 
mont from 56th to Cotner The 
district is a record in both the 
number of miles of paving and 
its total cost, $422,405. 


'Not Consulted' 


Protesting property owners al- 


leged that "we were not consulted 
as to our wishes about the two 
lane street and since this is part 
of the city planning, we feel that 
the city should assume part of 
that assessment." They state also 
that their properties are bene- 
fited no more from the double 
lane paving than they would be 
from single lane paving.

''taking line" recommended will 
generally follow the agreement 
worked out by the Department 
of Defense and the Department 
of Interior last fall. 


Uniform Policy 


This agreement established the 


uniform policy for both agencies 
to purchase only the land ac- 
tually needed for operation ol 
the reservoir up to an elevation 
involved in floods of the five- 
year frequency rate. In addition 
to that, the agencies' plan is to 
determine what additional land 
might be occasionally flooded 
and put that land under ease- 
ment, rather than outright pur- 
chase. 


Most of the land on the south 


or Nebraska side of the big Mis- 
souri River dam, had been ac- 
quired before this policy was put 
into effect, but a smaller amount 
of land had been acquired on the 
north, or South Dakota side. 


Some thought more land was 


needed for development on the 
north side of the dam than was 
planned and asked the secretary 
of army to consider it. 


Modify Restrictions 


The general policy agreed on 


last fall does cut out some 
recreational areas originally pro- 
posed, but the division office has 
m a d e 
recommendations 
for 


mo_difying the restrictions suf- 
ficiently to make sure the public 
could have adequate access to 
the area. 


Another factor believed to be 


influencing the thinking of some 
interested groups, particularly in 
South Dakota is the question of

LONDON (JP) — The Russian 


people were told Tuesday the 
United States and its military 
allies would be subject to crush- 
ing blows by air and undcrseas 
fleets in the event of a new 
world war.

government newspaper Izvestia 
aimed mainly at U. S. foreign 
policy. 


W a s h i n g t o n ' s "policy of 


strength ultimately leads to war, 
and war under modern conditions 
means colossal destruction," said 
the article, written by an anony- 
mous "general in reserve." 


"The only way (to a peaceful 


solution of international contro- 
versies) is the way of.negotia- 
tion, based on a sober calculation 
of the rights and interests of the 
big and small countries." 


The Izvestia article—played up 


just six days before the Big Four 
foreign ministers are to convene 
in Berlin—talked of Britain's vul- 
nerability to air attack and said 
the United States' allies in event 
of war "must become, ruthlessly 
and inevitably, theaters of mili- 
tary operations upon which the 
destructive force of modern wea- 
pons will descend with all their 
power." 


"Weapons of mass destruction" 


will be used, it said, "unless these 


are prohibited by an international 
act or the states which possess

atomic weapons, but wants no 
international check on her fac- 
tories and stockpiles. The United 
States has insisted that any such 
ban must be accompanied by an 
effective system of inspection to 
insure compliance. 


Speaking of "the danger which 


a modern war carries for the 
people of the U.S.A.." the article 
said: 


"Postwar development of tech- 


nical devices for use as weapons 
of war has made such strides 
ahead that the ocean is no Ipnger 
a reliable protection from the 
shocks of war. 


"M o d e r n developments

aviation, jet-propelled weapons 
and the submarine fleet have 
made possible crushing blows 
over a distance of many thou- 
sands of kilometers.

NU Student 
Group Uses 
Property 


The Newman Club's Catholic 


Student Center at 1602 Q was de- 
clared to be exempt from taxa- 
tion by Lancaster County and the 
City of Lincoln for the years 
1952 and 1953 in a ruling by Lan- 
caster District Judge Paul White. 


The 1602 Q property had been 


willed in a contingent trust to the 
Newman Club by Mrs. Theresa 
Sphan Schaaf, who died June 3, 
1951. 


If its use as a chapel and for 


other religious purposes for Uni- 
versity of Nebraska students was 
begun within five years and con- 
tinued for a period of five years, 
Ihe property is to be conveyed 
to the Newman Club by the 
trustee. 


In its suit to enjoin the collec- 


tion of taxes, the Newman Club 
successfully maintained that "no 
financial gain or profit passed 
between the user (Newman Club) 
or owner (trustee and contingent 
remaindermen) during the years 
the property was exempted from 
taxation by the court. 


Defendant parties had con- 


tended that during the "contin- 
gent . period of the trusteeship" 
that the property was subject to 
taxation under state statutes. 


The property is being used as 


chapel, residence of a chaplain, 
and student center by the New- 
man Club. This was not disputed. 


The 
effect of Judge White's 


ruling exempting the property 
from taxation was the "contin- 
gency in the title is immaterial" 
as the property was used for 
religious purposes and no finan- 
cial gain or profit passed between 
"user" and "owner" during this 
time.
